At the meeting of the general com- 
mittee, held today, Messrs. Ricker and 
Lee, who had taken the contract for 
ciearing away the debris, tendered their 
resignation, because, they saijd, some dis- 
satisfaction had been expressed. Mr. 
Ricker tendered the continuance of his 
personal services free of charge, as he 
hes given them to the city during the 
rast two weeks. 

The committes passed a resolution that 
some member of the committee should 
tuke charge of the removal of the debris 
without compensation, and Jens. Moeller, 
a prominent ship broker, was :ssigned to 
that dutv. A committee from the council 
appeared before the central comrnittee 
today to confer with reference to obtain- 
ing funds to maintain the police, fire, wa- 
ter and other necessary departments of 
the city government. The central com- 
mittee appointed a sub-committee to re- 
quest Governor Sayers to come to Gal- 
veston to confer in regard to this and 
other pressing matters. 

In resporse to the request, 
Sayers has telegraphed tnat he will leave 
Austin for Galveston tomorow night. 

The transportation conmmittee has teen 
advised that the ratlrcad lines leading out 
of Houston will honor no more requests 
for free transportation. 

he pay rolls for laborers who worked 
on the streets under the military regime 
from September 18th to September 2Zlst 
were ccempleted Saturday night. T-istri- 
bution of pay checks commenced today 
and about $3,600 was paid out.

- MAD MINERS LOOK ON IN SULLEN 
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INSURGENTS ARE 
URUWING ACTIVE 


Avuinaldo's Warriors Are Keep- 
ing the Americans Busy, 


MERCHANTS ARE UNEASY 


Business Men Apprehensive of Fresh 
Outbreak, Are Taking All Pre- 
cautionary Measures Pos- 
sible—The American 
Losses Given. 


Manila. September 23.—The insurgent 
demonstrations last week prove to have 
been more extended than at first report- 
From Cagayan and Isabela provinces 
the northwestern districts of Luzon 
come accounts of insurgent operations 
and American precautionary measures. 
Merchants in the province of Albay are 
getting their hemp to Manila as rapidly 
passible, fearing that otherwise it 
will be burned by the insurgents. 

At Iloilo there was considerable 
iety lest an uprising should occur, but 
the insurgents there are ceasing their 
activity and returning in white clothing 
to the garrisoned towns of the district. 
As a resumption of insurgent operations 
is considered quite probable the Ameri- 
cans there are taking the necessary steps. 
The Ameritain casualties fn killed, wound- 
ed or missing during the last ten days 
approach 100, including those at Siniloan 
at the cast end of La Guna de Bay, 
where the insurgents, after the engage- 
ment, delivered ten bodies of our dead. 

Documents captured in Manila show 
that the Bsurgent activity in this vicin- 
itv vere ordered by rebels here following 
instructions from the Hong Kong junta. 
Senor Buencamino has. received from 
Aguinaldo an answer regarding his peace 
proposals. Aguinaldo déclines to con- 
sider them and declares that he is unwill- 
ing to agree to a compromise. 

The amnesty expired September 2lst 
and the conditions that existed previously 
have been resumed. 

An insurgent proclamation signed last 
month by Aguinaldo directing that Amer- 
ican prisoners be set at Hberty, that gocd 
treatment be accorded to captives and 
that $40 be paid to American sur- 
rendering, has reached Manila. Few pris- 
oners were released under the proclama- 
tion. Two who have just arrived from 
the Cailless district report that the in- 
surgents in that locality are in “better 
spirits’’ than they had displayed at any 
time since the first of April. The in- 
surgents recently murdered ruthlessiv 
three persons in the Lukban district.

Rough Rider Has a Game Dinner 
and a Gallop. 

Rawlins. Wvo., September 23.—After a 
week of great exertion in speaking and 
traveling, Governor Roosevelt resolved 
to spend a quiet Sunday. At the con- 
clusion of the meeting at Rock Springs 
last night the special train pulled out on 
what is called O'Neill's spur, where it 
remained the remdinder of the né,ht and 
during the day, remote from town or 
citv. The train rested near Daly’s ranch 
and the party. numbering about thirty 
or more. were entertained at the rancn 
with a game dinner. During the day 
horses were provided and about twenty- 
five of the party. including the governor, 
took a gallop over the adjacent hills. 
Four speeches have been arranged for 
tomorrow at Rawlins, Medicine Bow, 
Laramie and Cheyenne. From Cheyenne 
the governer will proceed to Colorado, 
Kansas and Nebraska. During this cam- 
paign he will have traveled over 10,000 
miles and have delivered more than 220

Populists and Democrats of Idaho 
Are in Convention. 

Boise City, Idaho, September 23.—The 
members of the populist executive com- 
mittee, some of the candidates and a 
of the leading democrats have 
again gathered here for the purpose of 
endeavoring to push the fusion pro- 
gramme through. Ex-Senator Dubois is 
also here. The populists some days ago 
€led their ticket as nominated, but they 
have not filed any resignations, coi se- 
quent!y no democratic nominees have yet 
heen put on. It is understoo] that there 
is no hope that complete fusion wil be ef- 
fected. Texas Angel, candidate for su- 
preme judge; M. F. Eby, for secretary 
of state, and C. M. Mullen, for elector, 
have refused to resign.

AMERICA'S REPLY 
I) REGRETTED 


England Thinks Influence of the 
Allies Has Been Weakened, 


TUAN IS YET IN POWER 


London’s Chinese Wires Show That 
the Empress Dowager Has No 
Idea of Returning to 
the City of 
Pekin. 


London, September 24.—3:30 a. m.—The 
morning papers are too fully occupied 
with the general election campai to be- 
stow much attention upon,the Chinese 
problem. The Standard, which discusses 
editorially the replies of the United States 
government, says: 

“The policy thus laid down implies the 
existence at Washington of a very exag- 
gerated &stimate of the good will of the 
Chinese rulers. It is to be feared that 
the action of the United States will tend 
to weaken the moral influence of the al- 
lies, and for this reason it is to be great- 
ly regretted.”’ 

According to the Pekin correspondent 
of The Daily News, wiring September 
16th, the Chinese declare most positively 
that the empress dowager and the em- 
peror will in no. case return to the impe- 
rial palace in Pekin, as they hold that 
it has been desecrated py the intrusion of 
barbarians. 

This jrreconcilable attitude receives 
confirmation in many reports emanat- 
ing from Shanghai. One of. these is that, 
as a reply to the denunciation of Prince 
Tuan and others by the viceroys, an im- 
perial edict dated September i7th deals 
more leniently with the boxer movement 
and reminds the peaple that both the box- 
ers and Chinese Christians are Chinamen, 
who shall receive imperial protection if 
they quietly disperse to their homes. The 
edict points out that it is impossible for 
the imperial government to distinguish 
between good and bad boxers. It says, 
however, that if the rebel boxers still 
continue to assemble they will be dealt 
with summarily. 

Another report says that the edict 
frankly declares that wo executions can 
be sanctioned until an adequate inquiry 
has been meade. 

Further indications that Prince Tuan 
has resumed his former ascendancy are 
found in the Shanghai reports of his pro- 
motion and in the statement, from the 
same quarter, that General Tung Fuh 
Siang has been appointed generalissimo 
of the northern Chinese armies and 
Prince Chaung, deputy commander in 
chief of the boxers, has been made a 
grand councillor. It is also reported that 
Loh, former governor of Kiang Su prov- 
ince, a Manchu and bitterly anti-foreign, 
has been appointed to succeed Li Hung 
Chang at Canton. 

According to various accounts of the Pei 
Tang affair, the Chinese had anticipated 
that the allies would attack in force. The 
Britishers and others who left Tien Tsin 
with the intention of cutting off the re- 
treat of the Pei Tang garrison arrived too 
late. They were only half way to their 
destination when the forts were captured. 

The Tien Tsin correspondent of The 
Standard explains that the Russians re- 
fused to provide trains for this force, 
but gave the Germans and Austrians am- 
ple notice and railway accommodations. 

Advices to The Standard from Shanghal 
place the losses of the allies before Pel 
Tang as 300, principally due to the explo- 
sion of mines, one of which, 200 yards 
long, exploded like an earthquake, kill- 
ing and wounding large numbers and lit- 
erally blowing two mounted officers to 
pieces. 

The Standard publishes a belated tele- 
gram from Tien Tsin giving an illustra- 
tion of the international difficulties. It 
appears that the’ British at Teng Tai 
guaranteed safety to the natives if the 
railway property was restored. Accord- 
ingly, the men returned; but a few days 
later the Russians arrived and killed them 
all just outside the British lines. 

Dr. Morrison, the Pekin correspondent 
of The Times, wiring September 19th, pro- 
tests against what he calls “an unworthy 
act of vandalism on the part of General 
Wilson's. expedition,’’ namely, the at- 
tempt to destroy the superb white pago- 
da in the temple grounds at Pei Tai Chu. 
Fortunately, says the correspondent, the 
masonry was too solid. Dr. Morrison 
adds: 

“It is exnected that the orders sent to 
M. Pichon, the French minister, to with- 
draw, will be countermanded. Communi- 
cations are still deplorably bad. Many tel- 
egrams are never sent at all, some being 
destroyed after they have been accepted. 
General Yung Lu is returning here to as- 
sist in the peace negotiations, although 
the foreign ministers have protested 
against his participation.” 

_The Shanghai correspondent’ of The 
Times confirms the statement that the 
foreign ministers in Pekin are protesting 
against the appointment of boxer leaders 
to high positions. 
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ROCKHILL TALKS WITH CONGER 
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McKinley’s Special Commissioner 
Visits the Minister, 


September 19, via Taku, 
tember 22.—William Woodville Rockhill, 
special commissioner of the United 
States, has already conferred with Mr. 
Conger, the United States minister, but 
he has not yet met Prince Ching. It is 
understood that he will advise with 
Washington to withdraw’ the American 
troops as speedily as would be safe. The 
plan to withdraw the German legation 
from Pekin has been temporarily aban- 
doned pending the result of further in- 
structions from Berlin. The Russians 
report a boxer demonstration against the 
railway yesterday and the Germans are 
discussing an expedition to Pao Ting Fu 
after the artital of their main force. _

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Mob Captures Two Dowieites and 
Paints Them lack 


FEATHERS WERE WANTING 


Preachers Were Given Cells in City

were recognized by a small crowd at the 


depot, which refused to let them enter 4 
cab, then followed them up the strect and 
surrounded them near ecnter of the 
city. They were then taken by the mob 
to the Richland buggy works, where 
Bassinger disrobed, but the crowd tore 
Moot’s clothing from his body, as he re- 
fused to disrobe himself. A paint bucket 
and a brush were then secured and a 
smokestack varnish, a tarlike substance, 
was daubed over them from head to foot. 
It was matted in their hair and no part 
of their bodies escaped but their faces. 
Their bodies were then partially covered 
with their clothing, and the elders were 
marched to the home of E. H. Leiby, a 
Zion follower here, who was driven out 
of the city last Sunday. There they 
promised not to return to Mansfield, but 
later they said they promised not to re- 
turn unless Overseer Piper ordered them 
to come. They were then marched to the 
city prison and locked up. By applica- 
tions of lard and benzine, the black var- 
nish was cut, and after new outfits of 
Clothing were furnished, they were de- 
ported on a Pennsylvania train at noon.

Americus, Ga., September 23.—(Special.) 
The cotton season in Americus reached 
its height yesterday when S56 bales were 
marketei at the warehouse, making the 
tctal receipts 12,200 bales to date, exclu- 
sive of shipments to the compresses here 
from other towns. After the week it is 
expected that there will be a marked fall- 
ing off in receipts, as the bulk of the crop 
in this territory is marketed and the erst- 
while fields of white are already taking 
on a brown and barren hue. Many far- 
mers have nearly finished picking. The 
intensely hot and dry weather caused all 
the cottcn to open at once; labor has been 
plentiful, and with fair weather for three 
weeks past the crop has been gathered 
more rapidly than ever lefore. While 
farmers have sold the greater portion of 
their crop at prices ranging about 30 cents 
and above, they are not inclined to sell 
under that figure whatever portion they 
still retain, and many of them are in po- 
sition to hold until next spring if they so 
desire. Cotton men and farmers here 
have never seen the crop so nearly gath- 
ered at this season. One who drove twen- 
ty miles in the country the past week saw 
but one Geld that had not been twice 
picked over.

G. Swanson, the president of the organi- 
zation. who is a large ldnd owner and 
practical farmer, presided for the first 
time | has been made president. 
Colonel Swanson is an eloquent speaker 
and took occasion to make a practical 
and eloquent talk to his fellow farmers. 
His speech was listened to atténtively 
as he showed them how they held tne 
key to the situation now and how for 
a century past Liverpool had priced our 
cotton and Manchester priced the goods 
made of the cotton.

“We have the country to produce the 
cotton and the world is obliged to have 
it.

“From reliable information throughout 
the cotton states, it is apparent to us the 
present crop will not reach 9,000,000 bales, 
whereas a 12,000,000 crop of American cot- 
ton at this time would not more than 
suppdlv the world’s demand. In view of 
this condition. what would be a fair 
price to the producer? We unhesitatingly 
answer not less than 12 cents a pound. 
Just now combinations and associations 
are at work to bear the market, and it 
behooves the cotton growers to be firm 
and unyvieldingly meet organization by a 
strong organization. We do not complain 
because the mills and their associations 
are Straining to advance the price of their 
product. for this is their right and is 
perhaps necessary in view of the short 
crop and increased price of cotton. But 
while we concede this right on their 
part we demand for the cotton growers 
their right to fix the price of their prod- 
uct. and let the mills adjust the price 
of. their goods to that of the raw mate- 
rial. therefore 

“Resolved. That this association will 
demand 12 cents a pound as a fair price 
for this crop and we appeal to the farm- 
ers throughout the south to stand bg us, 
as we feel sure, this price will be paid 
before the Ist of January.”’ 

A resolution was passed requesting The

Strickland, of Griffin, supervisor -of the 
census for the sixth congressional dis- 
trict, left for Washington city this after- 
noon to Hon. William R. Merriam, 
direcior of census bureau, and bring to 
his attentjon most glaring errors that 
have been committed in the census olf 
Macon, and ask him to have the same 
corrected. Congressman Bartlett and 
Mayor Smith and others in high position 
are co-operating with Supervisor Strick- 
land in the effort to have the correction 
made in the population of this city. 

It has been discovered that in compiling 
the census returns of Macon that portion 
of the city on the other side of the Oc- 
mulgee river, known as East Macon, has 
been omitted, and if the error is allowed 
to stand, Macon will lese the 
2,500 people. From some unknown cause 
the river was taken as the boundary 
line of the city, and all that portion of 
the city on the east side of the river was 
eliminated from Macon’s census and has. 
been counted in one of the country dis- 
tricts, whereas the people are bona fide 
residents of Macon. 

Another error has also been made in 
that a part of the fourth ward has "ot 
been counted in Macon’s population, but 
has been included in a country disirict 
known as the Godfrey district. This mis- 
take cuts Macon out of about 1,000 people. 
Therefore, if the East Macon and fourth 
ward mistakes are corrected it will give 
Macon 3,00 more population than the 
censtis now shows. The bureau at Wash- 
ington puts Macon’s population by the 
recent census at 21,661. If the above 
mentioned glaring errors are corrected, 
Macon’s population will be at least 25,161, 
if not more. 

Recently Mayor Smith had the city 
sanitary inspectors make a census of the 
inhabitants of their respective wards and 
they reported slightly more than 26,000 
persons. This report, of course, did not 
include many floaters, but embraced only 
those who had a fixed abode within a 
certain prescribed territory within the 
city.

COLUMBUS PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Fall Session Opens This Morning. 
Will Have Large Attendance. 
Columbus, Ga., September 23.—(Special.) 
The Columbus public svhools will open 
their fall session tomorrow morning 
with the largest attendance in their his- 
tory. Up to last night 1,408 tickets had 
been issued to the white schools, and 
this will make the tota! attendance in all 
the schools in the neighborhood of 2,000 

pupils. 

Not a child will be turned away, the 
erection of a commodious eleven-room 
school building on Rose Hill giving 
plenty of room. This buildfhg was com- 
pleted just in time for the opening of 
school. It is a handsome structure, and 
standing on the brow of a hill, com- 
mands a magnificent view of the city, the 
Alabama hills, and the scenes of activity 
to the northwest on North Highlands. 
The contractors built the schoolhouse 
under great difficulties, the term of the 
contract being during the late carpen- 
ters’ troubles, but by energetic efforts 
they managed to finish it. This makes 
four splendid new brick and? stone 
schoolhouses that Columbus has built 
within the lat ten or fifteen years— 
three of them during the last seven 
years. 

The construction of the Rose Hill 
building was made necessary by the rapid 
building up of the suburbs, due to the 
industrial activity on North Highlands 
and other places. So many applications 
were had on Rose Hill that it was nec- 
essary to form still another primary 
grade there. This makes three more 
grades than last year in the school. 

The high school will be one of the 
most attractive features of the system 
this year. The enrollment there is 40 per 
cent higher than it usually is at the 
opening. Another grade has been added 
to the high school, and Spanish, stenog- 
raphy and other studies, some of them 
optional, have been added. The addition 
of the commercial studies to the high 
school strengthens it greatly. The cur- 
riculum of the high school ‘is now such 
that it will serve as a preparatory school 
to those who desire to enter college. 

The night school opens Monday night. 


BEEN GRANTED TEMPORARILY. 


Injunction Against the Postal Tele- 
graph Company. 

Savannah. Ga.. September 23.—(Special.) 
Judge Falligant has granted a tempora- 
ry injunction restraining the Postal Tel- 
egraph-Cable Company from proceeding 
further in its’ action to condemn the right 
of wav of the Savannah, Florida| and 
Western railroad in Dougherty, Mitch- 
ell Thomas, Brooks and Lowndes coun- 
ties ‘and requiring it to show cause on 
October 6th day why the injunction should 
not be made permanent. Mr. Charlies 
F. Prendergast, named as arbitrator by 
the Bostal company, is also made a 
partv defendant to the suit. 

The action of the court is the result 
of an attempt on the part of the Postal 
Telegraph-Cable Company to condemn 
the right of way of the Savannah, Flori- 
da and Western for the purpose of run- 
ning a telegraph line from Valdosta to 
Thomasville and from Thomasville to Al- 
banv. a distance of 102 miles. The rail- 
road company blocked all efforts of the 
telegraph company.to acquire the prop- 
ertv peacefully, and the condemnation 
proceedings ‘were instituted. Mr. Pren- 
dergast was named as arbitrator and Sep- 
tember 28th was fixed as the date of the 
hearing. 

Ihe Plant system people refused to 
name an arbitrator, preferring to fight 
the matter in the courts. In the petition 
for iniunction it is claimed that the 
statute under which the telegraph coim- 
panv was proceeding toward arbitration 
is unconstitutional. In any event, it is 
claimed the proceedings must be. held in 
the counties where the property sought 
to be condemned is located, and that any 
such proceedings in Chatham county 
would be void. It is claimed that the land 
sought to be taken is not necessary for 
the use of the telegraph company, and 
that it has no right to acquire it except 
by amicable purchase. The Plant sys- 
tem people claim the erection of more 
telegraph poles would interfere with 
their traffic operations, and give many 
other reasons why they consider the Pos- 
tal company should not be allowed to 
make use of their property. The case is 
one of much interest and limportance 
throughout the state.

UNDER PROTECTION OF TROOPS. 


Second Week of the Coal Miners’ 
Strike Begins Today. 
Philadelphia, September 23.—Tomorrow 
morning will open the second week of 
the anthracite coal miners’ strike and 
developments having an important bear- 
ing on the outcome of the struggle are 

looked for. 

An effort will be made in the morning to 
start work in the colliers located in 
Schuylkill county, with the protection 
of three regiments of the state national 
guard, In all numbering about 2,00 men. 
Some of these mines were voluntarily 
closed Saturday .by the operators at the 
request of the county sheriff. with the ob- 
ject of.checking disorder in and about 
Shenandoah. 

The operators and mine owners claim 
that a sufficient number of hands to run 
many of the colliers are desirous of re- 
turning to work if they can be protected 
from assaults from the disorderly ele 
ment. 

No estimate of the number of mine 
workers likely to return to work in the 
morning has been made by either side, 
but General Gobin, in charge of the mill 
tiamen, tonight issued detatled orders 
which will distribute the troops along the 
roads leading to the collieries and about 
the mines tn a.manner which without 
doubt will fully insure the safety of 
who may desire to work. 

The strikers have given no intimation 
as to their view of this new move on the 
part of the operators beyond the gene 
claim of the leaders that there will not 
be many return to the mines.

'SUBMARINE VOLCANO IN 


THE GULF OF MEXICO 


New York. September 2%.—Captain Lid- 
dle. of the British steamer King Bleddyn, 
arrived here today, brought in 
tale of the discovery of a sub-marine 
volcano on the northeast edge of the 
Campeche bank, at the mouth of the 
gulf of Mexico. Every man on the 
freighter corroborated the captain. The 
location by observation made by the 
captain was 102 miles north .of Capc 
Tuoche, the nearest pvint of land. 

The captain says that late in the af- 
ternoon of September 16th he saw a great 
volume of vavor one mile away. It 
seemed to come in a space of 100 feet 
square. The weather was clear.and the 
sun shining at the time. He could see 
the vapor plainly. It arose like a thick 
cloud of steam sixty or seventy-five feet 
in the air. The water around or near 
the space seemed to be perfectly clear. 

“Occasionally the vapor would clear,"

“and then we saw the 
water froth and break as if over a shoal. 
Now it is impossible to say that any 
shoal exists there, and if it did that 
would not account for the vapor. 

“The chart shows forty-one fathoms 
or 246 feet of water near this point over 
the Campeche bank, and just to the east- 
ward off the bank it deepens to 30 fath- 
oms or 1,800 feet. 

“We watched that vapor and the occa- 
sional boiling of the water for nearly an 
hour and the disturbance was still going 
on as lively as ever. It certainly looked 
like a volcanic disturbance to me. The 
mate at first inclined to think it was a 
spent water spout, but if that was the 
cause. the vapor would have cleared ana 
the water would not have been alternat:«- 
lv smooth and then burst into waves, as 
in this case.’’

AFFAIRS ON THE 
ISLAND OF CUA 


Convention Will Be Ruled by 
the Revolutionists, 


FUSIONISTS CHARGE FRAUD 


Gez.eral Wood Makes a Trip to Isle 
of Pines—Yellow Fever Is Di- 
minishing in Cuba—Rath- 
bone Scandal—Other 
Gossip. 


Havana, September 18.—(Special Corre- 
spordence.)—All the returns from the 
election have not come in yet, as it will 
be remembered that communication is 
difficult with many sections in Cuba. The 
national party has elected six out of the 
eight delegates to which the province of 
Havana is entitled, among them Alejan- 
dro Rodriguez, mayor of the city: Diego 
Tamayo, secretary of state and govern- 
ment; Miguel Gener, secretary of justice; 
Jose Lacret, Emilio Nunez and Alfredo 
Zayas. The votes show that the candi- 
dafes of the fusionists who were not 
elected did not run very far behind. The 
vote of the city of Havana was exceed- 
ingly small. It is very certain thar the re- 
turns from the precincts not yet heard 
from will not change the resuit. The Cu- 
ban national party hag elected the ma- 
jority of the delegates and will control 
the convention. The party has been wise, 
however, and has entrusted the work to 
men in most instances of intellect and 
judgment. Miguel Gener is one of the most 
learned lawyers in Cuba, with an un- 
blemished record, and hig influence will 
be felt in the mighty effort before an 
untried people of framing a constitution. 
The reports from Santiago indicate that 
the concentracion. patriotica has carried 
everything. In Pinar del Rio Rius Rivera, 
former member of the cabinet, whose res- 
ignation was requested by General Wood, 
is elected a delegate, likewise J. Quilez 
and Gonzales de Quesada, the latter late 
commissioner to the Paris exposition. 
Rius Rivera is now in Honduras and has 
notified the people that it will be impos- 
sible for him to return to attend the con- 
vention. 

As is to be expected, in the province of 
Havana many grave accusations of fraud 
are made by the fusionists, who charge 
that some of the precincts near the city 
were kept back until the national party 
could notify them how many votes were 
wanted, and how many would be expected 
frcm them. In some preincts the vote 
came in late, and when the returns were 
turned in it Was found that the vote was 
unanimous for the Cuban national party. 
The consensus of opinion is that the con- 
vention will be controlled by the revolu- 
tlonary element which would have a 
large majority in it. 

As the election is at an end many of 
those who have taken an active part in 
it begin to express their views more free- 
ly as to the work of the convention. It is 
stated positively by Alfred Zayas thar the 
convention would 


influenced in the least by the 


independent policy throughout. It its his 
desire as well as that of others that the 


which are to exist between the United 
States and Cuba, that the matter be left 
afterwards to a commission. Many argue 
that it would be folly for the convention 
to fix the relations with any country in 
a constitution, as that is no¢ the proper 
place for such matters to be treated. The 
delegates to the convention are in the 
main able men, but i¢ is stated that the 
majority are for absolute and immediate 
independence without a protectorate.

A good deal of interest attached 
to the Isle of Pines on account of the 
question of ownership. It lies some sixty 
Or seventy miles from Cuba, has an ex- 
cellent supply of valuable timber, fine 
mineral] waters, marble quarries, is re- 
puted to Be exceptonally healthy and pos- 
sessed Of excellent agricultura] resources. 
Under the Paris treaty independence Was 
guaranteed to Cuba, while all the other 
possessions of Spain in the West Indies 
were ceded to the United States. 

The Isle of Pines is separated from 
Cuba by at least sixty miles of sea. while 
a three mile zone of water Is accounted 
the limit of ownership. The question has 
not been officially taken up, but will be 
Taised at the proper moment and satis- 
factorily settled, and it may be one of the 
Questions for the United States and Cuba 
to settle in the forthcoming convention. 
By the Paris treaty the United States has 
exactly the same claim to the Isle of 
Pipes that it has to Porto Rico. and it 
may be that the island will be reserved 
as a4 strategic point by the United States, 
since in building the inter-oceanic canal 
Uncle 8am may need just such a bit of 
territory. The island fs distant more than 
a hundred miles from Havana, and it is 
reached by going to Batabano, oh the 
south coast, ang there taking a small 
steamer to Jucaro, which plies twice a 
week. The island contains about 600.000 
acres of land, of which only 45,000 are 
under cultivation. It has 3,000 inhabitants 
and three towns. Nueva Gerona or Juca- 
ro, with 50@ inhabitants: Santa Fe. with 
the same number, and a tiny town on 
the western coast by the name of San 
Isidro, with about 10¢. The island ayun- 
tamiento is located in Nueva Gerona. 
three miles back from the sea on a broad 
and deep river. the Jucaro, the bar at its 
mouth preventing the entrance of steam- 
ers drawing more than five or six feet. 
but across the bar the river is twenty 
feet deep for some miles. Santa Fe is 
back in the interior nine miles, being 
reached by the Santa Fe river. The !and 
is said to be very productive, fine crange 
slopes being found in the western sec- 
tion. Special patches of ground are said 
to be unusually productive, and tobacco, 
bananas, oranges, limes, lemons. corn. 
pineapples, cocoanuts and many tropical 
and semi-tropie¢al fruits are raised with 
almost no cultivation. The assessed val- 
ues of the whole population only amount 
to $23,000, showing how weak has been 
any effort toward developing the _ re- 
sources of the isie. One hundred thous- 
and dollars wouijd cover the entire wealth 
of tte island which has been worked. 


Valuable Woods. 


The timber grants would be very valu- 
able, as there arg mahogany, ebony, ce- 
dar, pine and other woods, besides robla 
de ola, an unusually beautiful wood, in 
vaxpus parts of the place. There are 
marble quarries producingawhite, blue, 
yellow and black marble, though the 
marble is not hard enough for fine finish- 
Ing. Very little-is being done toward de- 
veloping the natural resourceg, but it af- 
fords an unusually good opportunity for 
small capitalists and enterprising people 
looking for homes. The climate is per- 
fect, no malaria, vellow fever is never 
known, consumption unheard of. The cli- 
mate is famed in the West Indies for its 
falubrity and the mineral waters are 
specially adapted for liver and stomach 
troubles. All the year fresh sea breezes 
sweep over the island: it is never hot in 
summer and the winters are perfect. Be- 
Sides the advantages mentioned one 
great beauty of the islet is its rivers and 
another its mountains rising a thousand 
feet and more above sea level.

He kicked out 
the lights in the windows, gnawed the 
steel bars With his teeth and tried to 
strike every person who came within his 
reach. 

Every half hour or so he would grow 
quiet and partially ratienal, when he 
would beg for water as he panted from 
heat and exhaustion. 

His mother, his sisters, father and wife 
were with him most of the time, bul 
they were not admitted into the corridor 
where he was Kept confined.

Four or five vears age a man assauiled 
young Norwood with brass knucks, He 
was laid up for several cays with a frAc- 
ture of the skull.

One might 
at his home he became suddenly a maniac, 
and since then the spells have come on 
him every few months.

MRS. HARRIET STANTON-BLITCH. 


She ig enthusiastic with the prospects 
before her and confidently hopes to have 
her services as a campaign speaker ac- 
cepted by the national committee. 

Mrs. Harriet Stanton-Blitch is an 
American girl—the wife of a wealthy 
English brewer. Although she has re- 
sided for a number of years tn England, 
she has never lost touch with the United 
States or with those gocial reforms in 
which she is interested and the progress 
of which, in this country, she has watch- 
ed with concern. She is a graduate of 
Vassar college and of the Boston School 
of Oratory and her public speaking in the 
United States will not be the first effort 
she has made along that line. 

Mrs, Blitch is a club woman and be- 
lieves firmly In the principles that have 
marked the life of her mother, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton. Her attention in the 
study of social conditions has been di- 
rected to the lower walks of life. amorg 
the laborers in the workshop and in the 
field and from her observations in Ameri- 
ca she expresses the opinion that the re- 
election of President McKinley would 
not tend to better the condition of the 
people. Mrs. Blitch does not belleve in 
all that W. J. Bryan stands for. but 
she recognizes that the only way to édis- 
pose of the republican administration is 
to work for the strongest opponent of 
that party and hence she is coming to 
America to stump for the democratic 
nominee. In a recent letter to her mother 
in this country Mrs. Blitch refers to 
national] politics in the following. man- 
per: 

“For there (in the democratic pariy) I 
see the safety of this country. We can 
hope for nothing from the repubiican 
party. In the democratic party we find 
the populists, the socialists and all the 
reform element. 

‘What are the republican leaders do!ng? 
They are proposing no reforms. In that 
party are found the millionaires, the trust 
companies, the gold basis, the high tariff, 
and everything against the [Interests of 
the people.’”’ 

The democratic national committe@ has 
not been formally notified of the determi- 
nation of Mrs. Blitch to speak for Bryan 
and it will be interesting tc know 
whether she will be permitted to do so 
under the auS&picies of the national] or- 
ganization or whether she will be forced 
to stump the counfry as an independent 
speaker. 


During three days of the past week the 
names of 100,000 young men in every part 
of the United States were added to the 
roll of the democratic clubs, which hold 
their convention: at Indianapolis in Oc- 
tober. The remarkabdlé” success of the 
democratic club movement inaugurated 
by W. R. Hearst, of The New York

The pious Hebrew would 
have answered thus: “Abraham's 
blood and circumcision make us God's 
children.”’ The Pharisees said: “At- 
tend the synagogue, fast, give, tithes ana 
go up to the feasts and be saved.” These 
all made salvation an attainment, but 
Pauli says we receive tt: “Ts that 
all I must do?’ I hear. that soul at tha 
portals of life says. ‘‘“‘No price to be 
brought, no work of reformation to be 
gone through with?’ None. You must re- 
ceive, not purchase eternal Hfe. Salva- 
tion is gift. not an exchange except 
as you call the transfer of your sins to 
Jesus and His rightcousneéss to vou an 
exchange. You must take as a gift what 
you cannot earn as a reward. 

In every purchase two conditions must 
be fulfilled. First, you must find an 
owner willing to sell. To buy anything, 
vou must find an open market. You can- 
not buv what is not for sak, Secona. 
there must be a purchaser having abil- 
ity to buv. He must have the wherewith 
to purchase. Lacking either willingness 
on the owner’s part to sell or the ability 
on the part of the would-be buyer to-pur- 
chase, the bargain is impossible. Apply 
this to spiritual things: Salvation cannot 
be obtained with money. First, . because 
God. its provider is not willing to sell. 
He proposes to display His generosity 
and bounty by giving ft freely and a pro- 
posal to buy is dishonor cast upon Him 
just as your offer of money for a. seat 
at a feast of a friend would be an in- 
cult to his genercsity. You cannot buy 
what God says is not in the market. 
Second. it is impossible to purchase His 
gift. because you have no adequate price 
to offer in exchange for it. If this be a 
commercial transaction where equivalents 
in value are to be exchapged, what price 
will vou bring? Ask yourself what can 
I give in exchange? To judge of its 
value see whet it cost God Himself to 
provide it. What did He pay for it be- 
fore it could be offered for sale? It cost 
the son of God His life and until you can 
find something to match that precious 
blood in a value, you may not hope 
with corruptible things, such as silver and 
gold, to secure eternal life.

‘‘particeps criminus”’ with Satan and will 
reap damnation therefor: He who sees 
his brother take the wrong step, do a 
wrong thing and leaves him there think- 
ing it no concern Of his own to guide, 
chide or advise him and seek to save 
him, is as one who had really led him 
to do wrong. ‘His blood will I require 
at thine hand.’ In the day of judgment 
our skirts will be dabbled with blood 
of those whom we might have saved from 
woe perhaps with a slight effort. He 
who would leave a little child plaving 
about the den of a rattlesnake and make 
no effort to remove it from the danger 
would have a poor chance to defend his 
claims to manhood or the awful results 
of his own wanton indifference in the 
presence of the Httle swollen, poisoned 
corpse.

The soul that sinneth shall dié and the 
watchman on the walis that crieth not 
out at the approach of the enemy shall 
be guilty of their death also. 

The avenger of blood is an illustration 
of the responsibilities we have toward 
man and God. Whatsoever a man sow- 
eth that also shall he reap.

Keep yourself free from the blood 
of thy brother and let it not cry out 
against you from the ground where it 
has been spilled either by your own 
acts or by your own indifference; your 
unwatchfulness, your negligence of the 
awful responsibilities of living.

“T would say nothing about those back 
of the performance, as their motives are 
their own. I desire to say, however, that 
the pagan performance which’ jis to take 
place this evening is an outrage on the 
church. The thing was arranged to take 
place on a former Sabbath, but was call- 
ed off, but I understand that all ptepara- 
tions have been made for it tonight. 

“It Is an unnecessary thing and I hcpe 
no member of this congregation will lend 
his support to it. {The churches on last 
Sunday took up special collectiong for the

° AT THE FIRST BAPTIST. : 


Rev. Dr. Landrum preached to a large 
audience last night cn the subject of 
“The Wiles of the Devil.”” His text was: 

“Put on the whole armor of God, that 
vou may be able to stand against the 
wiles of the devil." Fhesians, vi, 11. 

In speaking of the various views of the 
devii, the minister pointed out two errors. 
“One is that of those who exaggerate 
His power. Milton in ‘Paradise Lost,’ is 
the creator of the most popular notion of 
the devil. In the great poem he is rep- 
resented as a terrible bcing nearly e4ual 
tc God in omnipotence and omniscence, a 
general with consummate strategem often 
baffling his maker, commanding unnum- 
bered armies of flends and terrifying the 
universe with the awful tread of his le- 
gions. The picture is superb epic poetry, 
but it does not altogether fit into the 
Bible representation. The tempter is not 
grand and colossal in Eden or anywhere 
else. On the  centrary, he is a low, quar- 
relsome, sncaking reptile. If we must 
get our notions from the poet, the Ger- 
mnan Goethe is to be preferred to the 
English Milton. The devil-sof Goethe is 
the Mephistopheles of ‘Faust;* -he is hu- 
man; he is an adroit, well*bred, cultured, 
polished scoundrel who believes ‘n no 
n-an’s honor and in no woman's virtue. 

“The second error is that of the flip- 
pant, ¢asy-going rationalist who ‘pooh- 
pceohs’ the devil. Devil, he inquires wiih 
a sneer, there Is no devil: the oniyv devil 
here or anywhere Is one's own bad heart 
or the heart of some ether pad man or 
voman. If this be true, the case is dis- 
tressing enough. As a matter of fact, 
Jesus applies the word to human beings; 
he calls Judas a devil. ‘Have I not chosen 
you twelve and one of you is a devil,’ 
meaning that the spirit of deviltry or op- 
position was in hin. 

“A Bidlical view of the devil, whatever 
iz may exclude, must take account cf 
Paul's expression in Ephesians, if, 2: 
‘The prince of the power of the air 
children that now worketh in the children 
of disobedience.’ The devil is a spifft as 
silent as malaria, as calm as the unruf- 
flel surface cf the Septen'her sea around 
Galveston befvure the blast of the hurri- 
cane, as alluring ana as deadly as poi- 
soned wine. Beecher clinched the argu- 
ment for the personality of the devil in 
these words: ‘God does allow spirits itn 
the flesh to tempt men to evil. Ner do I 
know any reason to suppose he does not 
allow bad spirits out of the flesh to ’o 
the same thing.’ 

“Good inen in every age have confessed 
that without the slightest reason «end 
from no recognized agency they have 
felt of a sudden an impulse to commit the 
most horrid crimes ever perpetrated. It 
was to tempt and ruin some victim, to 
strike some fatal blow, formulete some 
egregious lie or leap from some precipice 
upon the rocks or into the sea. Actual 
force in a living evil spirit is not an un- 
natural explanation of what so many of 
us, alas, have sadly experienced. 

“The devil is transformed into an angel 
of light! Sometimes he is cowardice 
transforming itself into the angel of pru- 
dence; sometimes he is the devil of mean- 
ness, parsimony, stinginess giving him- 
self out as the angel of economy; some-

Last Survivor of the Expedition Dies 
of Pneumonia. 

Worcester, Mass., September 23.—George 
D’'Vys, the last surviving member of the 
government relief expedition which res- 
cued Dr. Kane, the American Arctic ex- 
plorer, in 1855, died here at noon today of 
pneumonia, after an illness of only four 
days. 


Mr. D’'Vys was a gunner’s mate on the | 


expedition. Mr. D'Vys was born in Balti- 
more October 7, 1832, was educated by*’a 
banker uncle in Aberdeen, Scotland, but 
went to sea as a foremast hand in a 
Calcutta bound clipper, and was a master 
mariner at twenty-one. As master of the 
British ship Andy Foster, he was 


landed in New York. He immeédiately en- 
listed in the government expedition to 
find Dr. Kane and was berthed as gun- 
ner's mate. 

On the outbreak of the civil war Mr. 
D’Vys enlisted as a quartermaster, and 
on the Vincennes saw exciting work on 
the blockade of the Gulf of Mexico and 
in the battle of New Orleans. 

Porter, in his book, gave credit to Quar- 
termaster D’Vys as the hero who threw 
overboard the bomb cast on the deck 
from the confederate ram Manassas. But 
D’Vys himself denied the honor and said 
that it was Lieutenant Devens who seized 
the bomb and threw it overboard. ~

Croxton disappeared suddenly from At- 
lanta last Saturday. Mr. Finley suspect- 
ed something was wrong and conferred 
with the chief of police. The result was 
the arrest of Croxton yesterday morn- 
ing. 

A man in Atlanta whose name is not 
divulged and who said to have acted 
a g0-between while Croxton was al- 
leged to have been trading with the New 
York rubber company, has, so Mr. Fin- 
ley states, made a full confession and it 
was through this information that Mr. 
Finley and Chief Manly were able to lo- 
cate Croxton. 

Croxton came here from Lexington, 
Ky. He resided at No. 104 Ivy street, 
and made quite a number of friends in 
the city. 

The news of the arrest and of a state- 
ment made by Croxton reached The Con- 
stitution in the following telegram from 
Washington: 

The Arrest in Washington. 

Washington, September 23.—Rochard I. 
Croxton, twenty-six years old, of Atlanta, 
Ga., son of a musician in Lexington, Ky., 
was arrested at the Pennsylvania rail- 
rcad station about 10 o'clock tonight on a 
charge of larceny after trust rreferred 
S E. Finley, president of the Finley 
Itubber Tire Company, of Atlanta. Crox- 
held at the first preecinet: station 
and the Atlanta authorircies have been no- 
tified. Ile was a confidential bookkeeper 
ror the Finley Company, and it 1s under- 
stood he is alleged to have taken confiden- 
tial information to a rival concern. He 
protests that he has divulged no firm 
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| secrets and that his arrest was chused by 
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spite work on account of his leaving the 
employ of the Finlev Company. Ile savs 
he is willing to return to Atlanta without 
requisiticn papers to face the charge. 

Chief of Police Manly, of Atlanta, 
wired the police here to watch for 
Croxton. He at first lisclaimed identity, 
giving the name of Albert Lubby, of Ken- 
tucky, but finally admitted he was Crox- 
ton. Croxton’s valise was found to con- 
tain copies of correspondence relative to 
the business relations of the complaining 
company and a letter of introduction to 
E. S. Kelly, No. 40 Wall street, New 
Yerk. He had about $39 in money. In a 
statement tonight Croxton says there is a 
suit pending between the company and 
the Consolidated Rubber Tire Company 
of New York over a patent intringement, 
and Mr. Finley having told a friend he in- 
tended to discharge Croxton, he, Croxton, 
lcoked elsewhere for a place. Possessing 
valuable inforraation avout the suit, he 
e nferred with tac Atlanta representative 
of the rival coneern and was referred to 
Kelly in New Yor, 

President Finley’s Statement, 

Mr. Finley, when seen about the affair 
last hight, made the following statement. 

“R. H. Croxton came inio my emp.0) 
last March as my stenographer and buok- 
keeper. He became very familiar with all 
the correspondence and considerable legal 
matters relating to suits aguinst the Fin- 
ley Rubber Tire Company brought by 
the Consolidated Rubber Tire Company, 
of New York, and its ass.gns. Last 
Saturday about 4 o'clock Croxton left my 
office and could not be found, At 6 
o'clock my suspicions became aroused. I 
made some investigations and learned 
that he intended to board a freight train 
for New Orleans, Later, however, 1 
learned through a confession made by the 
person who acted as a go-between for 
Croxton und @le New York concern that 
Croxton had received a check for $100 as 
part payment for his giving up vaiuable 
information in regard to the said suits.
